The Reparations experts’ report 
has been signed and the Conference 
is ended. . :

A ENTERPRISE 


THE BEDWAS PLANT 
Whether by high or by low tem- 
perature carbonisation, the tendency 
of development in the coal industry 
is now set steadily towards the com- 
plete recovery of the by-products 
from-small, slack or waste coal. By 
this means it is felt that salvation 
will come to our mining industry, for 
while on the one hand the collieries 
are sble to turn unsaleable low 
grades of coal to account, on the 
pther,.the by-products extracted are 
highly valuable and ‘readily market- 
able.

Edwardes, M.P., Mr. George Ducros, 
E. B. Montesole,. Mr. Bernard 
Smith, Mr. B. A. Woolf, and Lieut.- 
Col. L. Newit, D.S.0., MC. 

The new plant, which consists of 
85°“Becker” coke ovens, each having 
a daily carbonising capacity of ap- 
proximately 18 tons, is designed to 
coke nearly 700 tons of clean slack 
coal'each day in a modern coking 
plant, and within the course of a few 
months, will he turning out upwards 
of 1% million gallons of motor spirit 
and other oils per annum. In addi- 
tion, the plant will turn out nearly 
140,000 tons of foundry coke and 
42,000 tons of domestic coke each 
year. The plant at Bedwas is no ex- 
periment, at. Becker oven plants in 
various parts of the world are either 
in operation or under construction, 


capable of carbonising over 30 mil-- 


lion tons of coal per annum, nearly 
as much as fs being carbonised an- 
nually in all the gasworks and coke 
oyens in Great Britain. 

Exceeding Expectations 

The first British plant which has 
recently k n put tr work in Sheffield 
is said to oe excecding expectations, 
and is producing what are believed to 
be the best all-round results of any 
coke, oven plant in Great Britain. 
Both this and the Bedwas plant have 
the advantage of being backed by the 
unequalled experience of two great 
catbonising plant contracting  organi- 
sations. 

The ovens are heated by a portion 
of the gas driven off from the coal. 
The coal slack from the Bedwas 
Navigation Colliery is convéyed on 
belt conveyors to a Peale Davis dry- 
cleaning plant. From the dry-clean- 
ing plant the coal is carried by 
aerial ropeways to the oven storage 
bins. The eoal is converted into coke

COTTON MARKETS 


THE LATEST REPORT FROM 
"MANCHESTER. "| 


PIECE GOODS TRADE 


Messrs. James F. Hutton. & Co, 
Ltd. Manchester, in their report, dat- 
ed May 8, state-— . 7 , 

During the ‘week the downward 
tendency which has. been a feature 
of the market .for some little time, 
was checked following upon news of 
replanting - and weevil complaints 
from the States. The effect of this 
has been to cause spot cotton both 
at New York and at Liverpool to 
rise, but not fast enough to cause 
any great change. . At the present 
time the tendency for a_ slight .ad- 
vance {s noticeable, but the market 
remains very susceptible to weather 
reports and a spell of bad weather 
could alter the outlook materially. 
It is stated that the rainfall record- 
ed for April was lower than for any 
season since 1926, the big crop year, 
and provided that normal weather 
conditions are experienced during May 
the present crop will have a good 
start. The weather reports during 
this’ month will have a big effect on 
prices, as the market continues to be 
‘influenced easily by advices from the 
growing areas. . ee 

Inquiry Satisfactory 

The yolume of enquiry has been 
fairly satisfactory, although general- 
ly speaking it has. not been very 
evenly distributed.. Thus some houses 
have reported very little demand 
from: India whilst others have. men- 
tioned plenty of enquiry for light 
goods and dhooties, the latter prin- 
cipally from Calcutta. Some lots of 
jacconets. have been under negotia- 
tion for Madras and it is thought 
that several of these may eventual- 
ly be booked. Bombay has offered 
for white shirtings at rates which 
are considered satisfactory. 

China Demand “Meagre” 

Demand from China has been very 
‘meagre, . and from 
spec: y cloths little has been done. 
Enquiries for . finishing cloths have 
been received from Egypt, while the 
Near East has fallen off considerably 
in spite of the short time remaining 
before the new tariff is introduced. 
South America has enquired freely 
for a variety of styles but it is not 
known whether this is merely a case 
of price testing, Home trade has 
been fairly quiet and business’ has, 
been done only in the finer fabrics, 
including poplins and artificial ‘silk 
goods, In the yarn section spinners 
of both American and Egyptian 
counts have not had a very brisk 
week, and transactions have not been 
of any weight. - 


EMPLOYMENT IN CANADA 

According to monthly statements 
furnished. to the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics at Ottawa by 6,422 of the 
larger employers of labour in Cana- 
da, there was a moderate gain in 
employment in the Dominion at the 
beginning of March, The working 
forces at these firms aggregated 
944,681 persons, as compared with 
936,108 in the preceding. month. This 
increase of nearly $8,600 workers 
caused the index number (based upon 
the average for 1926 as 100) to rise 
from 110.5 on February 1 to 111.4 at 
the beginning of March, as compar- 
ed with 102.6 on March 1, 1928. The 
largest increase took place in manu- 


facturing, but improvement was also 
indicated in construction, communica-, 
tion and services, while logging, m: 
ing, transportation, and trade were 
seasonally slacker. The trend ‘was 
upward in the Maritime Provinces, 
Ontario, and British Columbia, but in 
Quebee and the Prairia Provinces 
constructions were indicated.

THE PREVENTION ORDINANCE 
OF HONG KONG 


“ONLY REAL REMEDY” 


The seizure of the steamer “An- 
king” by: Chinese pirates at sea on 
September: 26, 1928, ‘and the killing 
and wounding of certain of her offi- 
‘cers and crew, is. ‘no isolated in 
dent (writes “Traffrai!” in “Cha 
bers’s Journal”), Piracy ‘and brigan 
age have been prevalent in China 
since time immemorial, as is only to 
be expected in a country where a 
mediaeval feudal system still obtains, 
where hugé ‘provinces are! divided 
into smaller districts, each governed 
by its own official responsible for the 
local taxation, and where bribery and 
corruption are rife throughout even 
the official classes. . 

So long ago as in 1914 ‘the Gov- 
ernment of Hong Kong issued its 
‘Piracy Prevention’ Ordinance’ and .al- 
lied regulations. These, among other 
things, -conferred upon 
wide powers of. search; provided that 
vessels trading from Hong Kong 
(should carry armed. Indian guards, 
and be fitted with grilles for the pro- 
tection of bridges and engine-rooms, 
as well as to restrict the free move- 
ment of native passengers. They 
also required:that arms, ammunition, 
and signal-rockets should be carried 
in all ships, and directed officers of 
the British Mercantile Marine to re- 
sist piratical attack by every means 
in their power.

This anxiety on the part of the 
Hong Kong Government to check 
piracy is not difficult to understand, 
for the colony is, if not the largest, 
one of the largest through-ports in 
the world. It owes its prosperity to 
its vast transit trade in all kinds -of 
produce; but chiefly in tea, silk, rice, 


sugar, camphor, coal, cotton, leather, |-

matches, oil, and tin. 
varied ‘merchandise 

the channels and branching tribut- 
aries’ of the Canton Delta, * that 
large stretch of rich alluvial land 
lying roughly between the -lines join- 
ing Hong Kong, Canton, the Treaty 
Port of Samshui on the West‘ River, 
the Treaty Port. of Kongmun, and 
the Portuguese possession of Macao, 

British river gunboats are | con- 
&j stantly on. patrol. in the area, and 
their task is no sinecure; but they 
cannot do everything. Their princi- 
pal duty “is to safeguard the lives 
and property. of the little “British 
communities in the Treaty Ports, and 
during the past few’ years, with the 
overthrow of successive War Lords 
and the disbandment of their ill-dis- 
ciplined armies, the work has been 
difficult and dangerous. The gun- 
boats play their part in keeping down 
piracy, but are handicapped in that 
they are working, so. to speak, in 
Chinese territory, and may not upen 
fire except upon pirates caught red- 
handed, or when in actual pursuit of 
a gang after some outrage. Armed 
bluejackets cannot be landed except 
at the request of a Consular Officer; 
and then only fpr the retention of 
British lives and propert 

Throughout 1923, though British 
ships were rarely attacked, the fre- 
quent piracies “were having an i] 
effect, upon British trade. By Janu- 
ary, 1924, at which time pirate or 
bandit outrages were almost of daily 
occurrence in some parts of the 
Delta, two attacks upon British ve3- 
sels brought matters to-a head. The 
gunboats were reinforced, regular 
convoys and patrol systems were in- 
stituted,*and the Canton Government 
was. at last persuaded to set its 
house in order by sending various 
punitive expeditions to deal with the 
pirates, ashore. ‘Working in co-opera- 
tion with the British gunboats, the 
efforts of the Chinese troops met 
with a tolerable degree of success, 
go much so that by the time of the 
Chinese attack upon the British set- 
tlement in Canton in June, 1925, the 
suppression of river piracy was al- 
most -within sight. 

Then, subsequeat to the Shameen 
outrage, came the anti-British move- 
ment and boycott and a general con- 
dition of chaos throughout the Delta. 
The gunboats were’ tied to the Treaty 
Ports, British merchantmen ceased 
to run, and piracy reeommenced. 
Before long the Chinese trade also 
had come to a complete standsti 

When the easier political situation 
permitted a resumption of British 
trade, a regular convoy and patrol 
system was reinstituted for the bene- 
fit of British ships. The native 
traffic was left to look after itself;

Three 
attacks were made-uyson British’ ves- 
sels in the Delta between September, 
1927, and January, 1928, 
. It is impossible, throughout this 
trying period, to claim any gpectaeu- 
lar success for that little force of 
British gunboats which constitute the 
West River Flotilla...They work far 
out of the limelight in the face of 
continual obstacles and disappoint- 
ments, and time and time again have 
saved British communities, from out- 
rage and possible massacre - at the 
hands of brigand bands or mobs of 
disbanded soldiery serving no masters 
but themselves. Without the. gun- 
boats,. however, British river trade 
would long since have ceased to run. 
Since the beginning of 1928-affairs 
have become somewhat quieter, and 
the Canton Government more firmly 
seated. It has ordered armed 
launches to patrol the river, and less 
than twelve months ago, at an offi- 
cial luncheon given at Canton to the 
British Minister, the virtual head of 
the Government declared that migun- 
derstandings had been cleared up, 
cordial relations restored, and that 
China welcomed. British ¢o-operation 
and goods, It is to be’ hoped that 
this utterance from one in authority 
portends a happier state‘ of affairs 
for the future.

ing as passengers ‘and rushing bridge 
and engine-room at their own select- 
ed moment. As in the case of the 
“Anking,” ‘they do not scruple to kill 
if resistance is” offered. 

Their methods are simple in the 
extreme, though, since the. assault 
may be launched at any moment of 
the voyage, and ‘at any time of the 
day of night, they are exceedingly 
difficult to counteract. One cannot 
but wonder at the excellence of. an 
organisation which enables the pirate 
gangs to board steamships at, say, 
Tientsin, in the Gulf of Pechili, and 
Singapore, not far from the Equator, 
places nearly three thousand miles 
<apart, and to synchronise the arrival 
of the captured ships at some an- 
chorage like Bias-Bay, in’ Chinese 
territory forty miles up the coast 
from Hong. Kong, with the move- 
ments of confederates ashore. Their 
intelligence system. and means of 
communication are as perfoct as. they 
ean be, and the organisation must be 
in the hands of able men with a_net- 
work of spies all over the Far Hast, 

British men-of-war. obviously can- 
not patrol’ the approaches to every 
possible landing-place ‘in South China, 
nor is it possible to inaugurate a 
pence-time convoy system for the 
great volume of coastal trade, any. 
vessel of which may be attacked if 
the opportunity offers. It is mani- 
festly out of the question: moreover, 
to conduct a lengthy and expensive 
vunitive expedition in territory. be- 
longing to a country. with whom we 
are at peace. 

Defence may come from within the 
ships themselves, but even in cases 
like those of the .“Sunning” and the 
“Anking.”. where officers and Indian 
guards nut up the atontest resist- 
ance, the vessels may be captured: at 
the outset. But all men sre not of 
the same calibre,-.and. naturally 
enough. some officers of the mercan- 
tile marine. outnumbered bv desner- 
ate men, have not been eager to risk 
their lives in paving proverty which 
ig not. their own. 

The only real.remedy, in the shave 
of constant and energetic measures 
against the pirates on shore. lies. in 
the hands. of the . Government into

FINGER PRINTS. 


AN INTERESTING LITTLE 
DISCOURSE 
MAGISTRATE ENLIGHTENED 
There. was an 
discourse on finger prints in Major 
C. Willson’s Court ‘at the Central 
Magistracy yesterdy.. afternoon, in 
the course of the learing of a com- 
mittalzease in-which a Chinese 
named Tong Hing was charged 
with burglary, or, alternatively, 
with receiving ston property, and 
with returning from banishment 
after he had beei sent away for 

life on March 16, 1922. 

Sub-Inspector Vincent, 
Finger Print expert, said that from 
his records the acused was found 
in the Colony one previously and 
on November. 12,1928, was re- 
banished by ¢ 
warrant of March,1922.. He also 
stated that’ on Nay 29, 1929, he 
took the accused’s finger prints in 
Victoria Jail, and when’ these were 
compared with thse on documents 
he had on file, they were found to 
be identical. 

Major Willson here inquired how 
many finger prints of: criminals 
were filed in Victoria Jail, and the. 
Inspector replied that at a rough 
estimate there were upward of a 
quarter of a million. ~ 

His Worship mmarked that he 
had often wondered ‘how, with so 
many finger prints to handle, In- 
spector Vincent was able almost 
immediately to trace any given 
one. 

The Inspector rplied that it was 
a matter of clasiffication, and ex- 
plained that every finger print had 
its own value based on charac- 
teristics and were classified ac- 
cording to their values. Then 
there were also sub-classifications. 
Thousands of finger ‘prints: might 
come under the. wrious “subs” of 
‘one classification and hundreds 
under those of ancther classification, 
whilst in some cases there were 
only about a~ dwen finger. prints 
under one classifration.

The classification of finger 
prints.was done by what was called 
the “square 82” system having. 1e- 
gard to tracings which came under 
various. such as “inner,” “outer” 
and so forth: He explained that 
some tracings started on the inner 
surface of the finger and others on 
the outer surface,

HIGH SPEED AT SEA 


Whilst great interest is being 
taken in the’ construction of high- 
speed passenger liners, tne fact is 
perhaps not generally ~ realised that 
much faster cargo ships are being 
built than were common a few years 
ago. 

It appears -that this tendency is 
more marked on tne Continent than 
jn Britain, and’ itis stated in 
“The Motor Ship” ‘hac tour ‘well- 
known Continent shipowners between 
them have 30 cargo liners under con- 
struction, varying in speed from 14 
to 15 knots. 

On the other hand, the majority of 
eargo ships whicl have been order- 
ed in Britain. since the  begin- 
ning of the year ate . tramps of 
moderate speed and the question 
arises whether this . class of vessel 
will retain the position in shipping 
which it has held for so long; in face 
of. the increasing ¢ompetition of the 
fast cargo liner.

LOAD LINE MARKS: 


EXPERT COMMITTEE'S 
INVESTIGATIONS 


SOUTHERN WINTER ZONE 
} aie, 

London.—It was anticipated« ia 
“The Journal of Commerce” of | 
Mareh 27 last that the Load Line 
Committee was ,considering the re- 
port of the Zones Committee, issued 
in 1924, om the application of the 
seasonal load line marks. This’ anti- 
vipation : was. evidently , correct, “for 
several representatives. of . shipping 
firms: were in consultation with the 
committee .on this important report. 
The representatives were sélected by 
the Chamber of Shipping and the 
Liverpool Steam Ship Owners’ Asse- 
ciation.: In the main théy represent- 
ed the cargo-liner class of tonnage, 
although representatives of the 
tramp interests were also present. _ 

Hitherto the operation of the sea- 
sonal load lines has been guided by 
the statement in the Load Line Rules 
to the effect that the summer load 
line.is to regulate leading at Euro- 
pean and Meriterranean ports be- 
tween. April 1 and September 30, 
and in other ports of the world dur- 
ing the corresponding ‘or recognised 
summer months; the winter load line 
to be used during the rest of the 
year. The Indian summer load line 
is to apply to voyages during the fine 
season in the Indian seas between 
the- limits of Suez and Singapore. 

Uncertainty . 

It will. be seen that. there is an 
element of uncertainty. as to the 
strict application of this rule, and no 
doubt; the—Board—of-Trade—had~good- 
cause for referring the matter of the 


application of the..lines to an expert! . 


committee composed of the Hydro- 


grapher to the Admiralty, the Direc- 
tor of the Meteorological Office, ant: 
experienced shipmasters. The report 
of this committee divides the world 
into zones bounded by parallel of 
latitade according to the records of 
weather conditions, and recoramends 
that within these zones the seasonal 
load lines should be operative. These 
zones pass -right round the world, 
and are a much more definite guide 
to loading than the rule at present 
in operation. 

Tf, however, the recommendation 
of the committee is adopted, it will, 
to some considerable extent, alter 
the practice at present in operation. 
Apparently masters, in loading their 
vessels, will be required to take into 
consideration the zone through which 
they are to pass, even when that 
zone ‘Goes not enclose the’ port where 
they are actually loading. There is,

The con- 
pany’s enginecrs have stated that the 
commercial use of 40,000 cubic feet per 
second average daily diversion will 
justify the installation of about 500- 
000 horse-power in the proposed power 
plant for use at daily load factors less 
than unity. The capital cost for this 
installion is estimated at $65,000,006 
$16,000,000 of this total being for the 
construction of the above mentioned 
canal. 

The plans are based on the utilisa- 
tion. of an 83-foot fall of the waters 
between Lakes St. Francis and. St. 
Louis, which wauld be utiMsed in one 
power Rouse, near Melocheville, on the 
south side -of the St. Lawrence, and 
within 25 miles of the heart of the City 
of Montreal. It is expected’ that the 
power development . will take three 
years to complete.

Among the stipulations attached to 
the Dominion Government’s approval, 
probably the most important is the 
provision that, should the Dominion 
authorities ‘at any future time desire 
to use the canal constructed by the 
Beauharnois interests as a part of the 
greater St. Lawrence shipway, this sub- 
stantial link’ will become the property 
of the people of Canada free of cost. 

The company has to construct the 
canal according to. specifications, which 
will make it suitable for ocean-going 
ships. A provision in the Order-in~ 
Council states that the diversion of 
water authorised by the Province of 
Quebec shall be effected by, and at the 
cost of, tha company by the construc- 
tion of a canal 600 feet wide on the 
bottom, by 27 feet, in depth at low 
stage, and at a rate of flow not ex- 
ceeding 2% feet per second. The diver- 
sion of water shall not at any time ex- 
ceed the maximum quantity of 40,000 
cubic feet per second. 

“Et will be apparent,” Mr. Elliott de- 
clared in specifying the stipulations, 
“that in granting its approval under 
the Navigable Waters Protection .Act, 
of the plans and site of the Beauharnois 
Light, Heat and Power Company, the 
Department of Public Works has fully 
and adequately protected the public in- 
terest, both with respect to conditions 
as at present existing and as regards 
all possible future development of a 
greater St. Lawrence shipway.

A RARE TYPE OF NOVEL 


["The Crime of Lady Cresswell,” 
‘by E, F. Spence, K.C. (E.P.S.); 
Ernest Benn Limited. 8/6.] 


It is quite a change these days 
to pick -up a book that is neither 
the complete thriller. nor the com- 
plete love story, and in his “Crime 


of Lady Cresswell” Mr. Spence 'has 
given us one of this unfortunately 
rare type. : 

The story itself may not be con- 
sidered absolutely original, the 
beauty depending upon the treat- 
ment accorded it, 

Herbert Barnewell, whose dio- 
graphy is given in the first few 
chapters meets Lady Cresswell, the 
young and very beautiful wife of a 
auccessful doctor, and the two. fall 
madly in love. Unknown to the 
husband they five together in a 
flat and finally Lady Cresswell kills 
Sir William, whose death is put 
downto cardiae trouble. The two 
lovers then marry but a sudden 
shock turtis Lady Cresswell's mind 
back to her crime and she repents. 
A religious mania: seizes her, and, 
ignoring her new husband, con- 
feesses to the murder, is tried, and 


sentenced to detention for life. She 
is quite mad at the end, and it 
comes as a sense of relief to read 


‘\that an accident to the car taking 


her to the house of detention results 
in her death. 

So: much for the story, Herbert 
Barnewell. is portrayed a3 a4 suc- 
cessful barrister who is rather | 
forced into his adulterous position 
by the wiles of Lady Cresswell, who 
before her accident is a young, 
passionate creature. She was so 
young when married that, on meet- 
ing the handsome barrister who 


compared 30 favourably with her 
inclined-to-be-bullying husband, she 
disregarded the sanctity of her 
marriage and openly set out to 
entrap Herbert. 


/ The manner in, which she sets out 
to do this is“described in language 
that leaves nothing to the imagina- 
tion and must be one of the most 


-| straightforward pieces written in 


modern times. 

This book dramatised would un- 
doubtedly cause a sensation, and 
played .as it could be done-would 
be a play well worth seeing. :

BOOK COLLECTING 


INVESTMENT ‘ON. COMMERCIAL 
LINES Vp re 


The recent sensational sale of 
the Jerome Kern library at auction 
for over G.$1,700,000 gives book 
collectors in Britain and America 
much food for thought, and one 
may well ask the question whether 
book collecting—once the ‘fascina- 
ting hobby of many—should now’ 
be regarded ‘asa financial invest- 
ment. . 

That book collecting is ‘now. look- 
ed upon in a light other than the 
sense of mere possession is appar- 
ent to anyone who has watched the 
book market closely. Probably the 


tremendous price realised at .the} 


Kern sale has been an incentive to 
other would-be-collectors...io do 
their buying along commercial tine. 

This is indeed a tad thing for 
the genuine collector and for the 
trade in general. It was- not long 
ago as one reniembers, when books 
were passed off on a few gullibi 
American millionaires at large sums 
with the assurance that the publica- 
-tions_would_i 
result was that when the facts were 
realised the plausible salesman con- 
cerned were sent to jail for obtain- 
ing money by false pretences. 

The number of book collectors in 
America has considerably increased, 
and many rare volumes have 
found a place in the shelves of these 
professional collectors. To-day one 
finds most masterpieces of literature 
—once the pride of Britain—over 
the, Continent, 

Even Burns’ works, Gray's 
Elegies, first editions of Dickens, 
Thackeray aod Goldsmith are no 
longer for the collector of moderate 
means, and the number of this class 
of books is continually becoming 
smaller. The genuine collectors ate 
therefore forced to turn—by the 
fact that- money plays such an im- 
portant part in the book, collecting 


‘| of to-day to authors of less estab- 


lished fame than the Napoleons of 
literature. 
Does It Pay? 

Oe may, therefore, ask whether 
this form of investment pays. One 
thing is, however, certain that a 
man who never bought a book un- 
less he could see himself getting 
his money: back with interest would 
get -precious Jittle pleasure out of 
life, but quite as much as he would 
‘He had better leave books 
alone. 

There is, as always, the other 
side of the picture. Unless a col- 
lector is wealthy enough to regard 


his ‘collecting as a pleasant way of) 


dissipating his useless money he 
cannot afford to ignore altogether 
the financial side of the hobby. 

It cannot be also said. that spe- 
eulative collectors do not run a 
tisk simflat to other lines of 
investments, for in the. long run 
although fashions and occasional 
freakishness may obscure the fact, 
only books of intrinsic’ merit com- 
mand high grices.in the sale room, 
Algo a slump.in Wall Street may 
turn books into waste papers in a 
night, ‘

Now that the water shortage is 
passing through a very acute stage 
with prospects of jecoming more 
stringent, the Government has sent 
out a virtual 8.0.8. to the British 
Consuls in adjacent ports with the

to bring potable water into the 
, Colony. 

We understand fromthe Hon. Dr. 
R, H. Kotewall, who is co-operating 
with the Government wholehearted- 
ly in the matter, that ten railway 
trucks are being converted into 
tanks for the purpese of bringing 
water from Taipo, Shum Chun and, 
other places in the New Territories. 
The British Consul-General in Can- 
ton has also been approached in the 
hope that water might be sent down } 
from Canton. A similar application 
has also been made to Shanghai, 
Saigon, Manila, Singapore, Amoy| 
and Swatow: : 

It is also understood that a public 
Committee will be formed, for the 
purpose of assisting and advising 
the Government. ; 

The Navy, as announced in the
